PATEIOTIC DATS. 


The declaration of the independence 


of the thirteen colonies on July 4, 177G, 
was the most important and illustrious 
event in the eighteenth century. Ever 
since that glorious day the American 
people have commemorated its annua 
recurrence "with ringing 
of bells 


firing of cannon, bon-fires and illumi 
nations." The day is considered a gala 
day. The two Bedford military eom 
panies always paraded with trim uni- 
forms and burnished arms. 
A com- 


mittee was always appointed to super- 
intend the festivities and amusements 
of the day. In ease of pleasant weath- 
er a long table of boards with suffi- 
cient seats was erected in some beauti- 
ful grove, generally OE Barclay's hill, 
extensive enough 
to 
accommodate 


about 200 persons. 
The proprietor of 


one of the hotels was engaged to pro- 
vide thedinner. 
The table was spread 


bountifully with good and substantial 
food. 
The Declaration of Independ- 


ence was read and a suitable oration 
delivered before dinner. After it was 
disposed of the leasts were read 
There were always thirteen regular 
toasts commemorative of the original 
states—and one of them was always a 
woman, God's best gift to man. After 
they were read the volunteer toasts 
followed, and they were numerous. 


hard cider which was dealt out to all 
callers free of charge, at the rear end 
of the wagons. 


All the large bills announcing these 


meetings contained a life size of a coon. 
I remember seeing Joseph E. Brady, a 
member of congress, of the Franklin 
district, in Chambersburg in 1840 sit- 
ting on the top of a log cabin mounted 
on a wagon with a live coon, in the 
great Whig procession. 
The battle cry 


was"Tippacanoe and Tyler too." These 
spectacular 
devices had their effect 


upon the masses and Gen. Harrison was 
elected by a large majority over Mar- 
tin Van Buren. After Ms inaugura- 
tion only a few weeks had transpired 
when he was taken ill very suddenly 
and passed away on April 4, 1841, sor- 
rowfully mourned by the whole nation, 


(1S44) IHE POLK AXD DALLAS CAMPAIGN. 


James K. Polk was elected to the 


presidency over Henry Clay under the 
war cry of -'Polk, Dallas and the tarift 
of 1843." The excitement in this cam 
paign lacked all of the spectacular exhi- 
bitions which characterized the Harri- 
son campaign of 1840. But both par- 
ties held large mass meetings in Bed- 
ford and large delegations came to 
both meetings in wagons, carriages 
and on horseback from all parts of the 
county. The young Democrats gener- 


After the services were over the mili- 


tary companies paraded through the 
streets of Bedford amid the reverber- 
ations of musketry and the roar of can- 
non. At night the heavens were illu- 
minated with fire crackers and bon- 
fires. It was a great and hallowed day 
for the American people and their pa- 
triotic throats joined in the great jubi- 
lee. 
In inclement weather the din- 


ners were served in a hotel. Occasion- 
ally, in later years they were spread 
on Democratic Hill owned by Job 
Mann. 


The eighth of January, the day of 


the great victory of the American 
army under Gen. Andrew Jackson over 
the British army in the battle of Xew 
Orleans on January 5, ISlo, was gener- 


ally carrieJ poke stalks for canes. 


During his term of service as presi- 


dent Job Mann, our congressman, pre- 
vailed on him to visit Bedford Springs. 
He came here with Mr. Mann and spent 
nearly a week. He was given a cordial 
reception by the citizens of Bedford 
without respect to party.

Democrats desired to take him to 
Schellsburg as old mother Xapier gave 
him upwards of 300 majority. Soa larg 


Jackson. Democrat; Henry Clay,' Na- 
tional Republican, and William Wirt, 
Anti-Mason, a few days before the 
election an afternoon holiday was 
given to the schools for the purpose of 
folding tickets for Jackson. From the 
fact that the teachers and all the 
scholars joined cheerfully in folding 
those tickets (and I remember how long 
they were) I very naturally supposed 
that everybody was for Jackson. And 
this belief was greatly strengthened 
when I heard that the Democrats of 
old Berks continued to vote for Jack- 
son long after he was dead. And when 
I heard Judge Jeremiah S. Black de- 
liver his impressive eulogy on Jackson 
in which he said, "The love which 
other men had for their children An- 
drew Jackson had for his country." I 
began to regret that I had not like my 
Berks county brethren continued to 
vote for Jackson after he was dead. 


ANTI-MASOXBY. 


Some time before 1823 the order of

throughout the United States. A grand 
ball was given at one of the hotels in 
Bedford on the evening, which was at 
tended by ladies and gentlemen of the 
town who were furnished with an ele- 
gant repast. All three of these com- 
memorative services were regularly ob- 
served in Bedford up to the time of the 
Mexican war— and only occasionally 
since that time. 


PRESIDEXTTAL VISITS TO BEDFORD. 
Fi"e presidents of the United States 


have been in Bedford at different times 
and I have met all except George Wash- 
ington and it was not my fault that I 
failed to see him for he came too soon 
for me. Washington came to Bedford 
during the French-Indian war in 1753 
as senior colonel of the Virginia regi- 
ments, Colonel Byrd commanding the 
other. 
He remained here probably 


two weeks when he marched with 
General Forbes' army to Duquesne. 
His second visit here was on October 
19, 1794. 
He came via Cumberland, 


Md., where he had reviewed the Vir- 
ginia and Maryland troops there as- 
sembled. 
He was accompanied by 


four dragoons and Henry Knox, secre- 
tary of war, Alexander Hamilton, sec- 
retary of the treasury and Kichard 
Peters, judge of the United 
States 


district court. 
Governor Miftiin also 


came with him. On his arrival he was 
saluted with fifteen guns. 
Here he 


reviewed the Pennsylvania and Xew 
Jersey troops. All these troops num- 
bering 13,009 were under the command 
of Gen. Henry Lee, of Virginia, father 
of Robert E. Lee, on their way to sup- 
press the whiskey insurrection in west- 
ern Pennsylvania and Virginia. Wash- 
ington remained here two days, hav- 
ing his headquarters in the Espy build 
ing opposite the Bedford House. He 
returned to Philadelphia, 
stopping 


over night with William Hartley at 
Mt. Dallas. He proceeded from thence 
through Bloody Run by the old Sprout 
tavern, the three mountain state road, 
through Fort Littleton, Burnt Cabins, 
Fannettsburg, Shippensburg and Car- 
lisle. - 


There were three memorable presi- 


dential 
campaigns — 1S40, 1344 and 


1348 — which I remember very distinct- 
ly. In the first and last of these cam- 
paigns I had the pleasure and honor of 
shaking hands with Gen. William H. 
Harrison and Gen. Zachary Taylor, 
who were the Whig presidential candi- 
dates for the years IS40 and 1348 re- 
spectively. 


(1340) OESEKAL HAERISOS. 


In the campaign of 1S40 Gen. Will- 


iam H. Harrison, of Virginia, the Whig 
candidate for the presidency, passed 
through .Bedford on his way to Pitts- 
burg. - He was cordially received by 
the-citizens of Bedford generally. This 
campaign was the most wonderful and 
exciting that I ever witnessed. It was 
attended with all kinds of spectacular 
exhibitions which were successfully 
designed to captivate the popular eye. 
The Whig party in Bedford provided 
the following attractions: 


1. A log cabin was erected on the lots 


on Pitt street, now occupied by Dr. 
Gump's office and the several shops and 
stores up to the alley. It was large 
enough to hold several hundred people, 
and here nearly every evening mass 
meetings of the Whig party were held 
and bitter partisan harangues deMver- 
ed. (2) They had a frame of a large 
ball constructed some fifteen feet in di 
ameter and covered with canvas, con 
taming all manner of political mot 
toes. Whenever a meeting was held 
this large ball was rolled along the 
roads to the place of meeting. How- 
ever, it failed to make many trip's. (3) 
A small log cabin -was placed in a 
wagon and hauled from place to place 
whenever there was a meeting to be 
held. On the top of the cabin bat a 
man with a live raccoon on a pole. (4) 
Wherever there was a meeting to be

The president expressed himself high- 
ly delighted with the trip, the warm 
hospitality ami cordial reception of the 
people and the well cooked and plenti- 
ful dinner.

late in the afternoon, and the carriage 
in which I rode broke down and our 
party did not reach Bedford until late 
that night. 


I cast my first presidential vote for 


James K. Polk in 1S44. At the time of 
the election we had no daily papers nor 
•telegraph wires. 
We depended alto- 


gether on the news brought by the 
daily stage coaches. I remember for 
hours and for days the news was very 
uncertain as to the result of the elec- 
tion. Finally after several days of sus- 
pense a great many of us remained up 
until three o'clock a. m. waiting for 
tlie arrival of the mail coach when Dr. 
Jonas MeClintock, of Pittbburg, jump- 
ed from the coach and before we could 
ask him he announced that Xew York 
had gone for Polk and that secured his 
election. It is unnecessary to relate 
how some of the waiting party were 
rejoiced and how some others were de- 
jected. 
A few days thereafter the 


Democrats had a barbecue and roasted 
a whole beef in Major Sellers' meadow 
near Boydstown. 


(134S) TUB ELECTIOX OF OEXERAL TAYLOR 


Soon after the termination of the 


Mexican war in which General Zachary 
Taylor had so gloriously distinguished 
himself he was nominated for the pres- 
idency by the Whig party. He stop 
ped»at Bedford on his way -to Pitts- 
burg and the citizens of Bedford and 
vicinity, irrespective of party, gave 
him a warm and cordial reception 
They also tendered him a grand ball at 
the Bedford Springs hotel and al- 
though I was a Democrat I was ap- 
pointed on the committee of arrange- 
ments and I accepted the honor with 
pleasure. His famous command in the 
hotly contested battle of Buena Vista, 
"Give 
them 
a little more grape 


Captain Bragg," won him a victory as 
triumphant over Lewis Cass as it did 
over the Mexican army 


He was inaugurated March 4, 1S49 


and in 1S50, a little over one year, the 
nation was startled with the sorrow- 


intelligence that the president in 


the inscrutable providence of God was 
stricken down to the grave. 


A short time before the arrival of 


General Taylor, Vice-president George 
M. Dallas also stopped at Bedford on 
his way to Pittsburg. He was cordial- 
ly received by the citizens of Bedford. 
He was a candidate for the nomination 
of the presidency. 


(1S3G) JAMES BUCHAXAX. 


This distinguished statesman had 


been a regular attendant at the Bed- 
ford Springs since 1S40, and in conse 
quence of his frequent visits and his 
affable and agreeable manners he was 
we1! known and had many warm per- 
sonal friends in Bedford. 
Wrhen he 


visited Bedford many distinguished 
statesmen and politicians of all parties 
and from many sections of the union 
came here. In 1S5G he was nominated 
for the presidency by the Democratic 
party. In that year the present Re- 
publican party was organized in Phil- 
adelphia by a fusion of the northern 
Whigs, the Free Soil Democrats and 
the Abolition party. They nominated 
Fremont for president and the dissatis- 
fied northern and southern 
Wnigs 


nominated Filmore. 
Mr. Buchanan 


was elected. When at Bedford Springs 
he usually fixed a day to meet his 
friends at the Bedford House in Bed- 
ford. But in the campaign of 1S5G he 
received his friends at my house on 
Pitt street. 
Mr. Buchanan continued 


his visits to Bedford Springs during 
his occupancy of the presidential chair 
and afterwards until his death. While 
here during his presidential term every 
day he received a special mail pouch 
with his mail. He signed many official 
papers at Bedford Springs. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN OF 1S32. 
This campaign made an indelible 


impression on my boyish mind. In 
that year at the age of ten years I was 
sent to the Schellsburg academy for 
one year. Professor Allen, a graduate 
of Jefferson college and highly recom- 
mended by Dr. Brown had charge of it. 
It was an excellent school and was 
largely attended. 
Here I learned my 


first lesson in politics.

sary lor the Democratic party to hold 
couniy meetings to oppose and con- 
demn this new party. In fact such a 
meeting was held iu Bedfordon August 
-0, lriJ3. 
The officers 
were Peter 


Schell, president; Jacob Bonnett, vice- 
president, and George McKiuney and 
Job llann, secretaries. 
Thaddeus 


Stevens was credited with being- the 
prime organizer and factor of the Anti- 
Masonic party. In order to show the 
strength of this party in Pennsylvania 
I submit the following table: 


In 1S20 at the Governor's election 


George \Voll, Democrat, liad 78,210 voles 
and Joseph ilitncr, Anti-Mason, had 01,- 
770 votes. In 1832 Wolf had 91,335 votes 
and Hitncr SS,1U5. (At the piesidential 
election for the same year William Writ 
n.is ihe Anti-llason candidate for presi- 
dent, and he with Henry Clay, national 
lie-publican candidate, together, received 
0(i,bS9 votes and Andrew Jackson 91,049 
votes.) In 1835—By this time the Anti- 
-Masonic party had entirely absorbed the 
national .Republican party, and the Dem- 
ocratic party was compelled to recogmVe 
it as an important political factor. In 
this year Eitner, Anti-Masonic candidate, 
had 94,013 and was elected governor by 
a plurality. Tie Democrats were divid- 
ed, Muhlenburg, regular Democrat, had 
40.580 votes and Wolf, independent Dem- 
ociat, had 05,804. Governor Eitner ap- 
pointed Thaddeus Stevens secretary of 
the commonwealth and he was raally the 
premier ot' the Eitner administration. 
In 1838 David H. Porter, Democrat, hav- 
ing rocehed 129.SU5 votes defeated Eit- 
ner, Anti-Masonic, who received 122,321. 
This defeat of Ritner caused the col- 
lapse of the Anti-Masouic party. Thad- 
deus Stevens tried to prevent the in- 
auguration of Governor Porter and 
thereby brought on tha famous blood- 
less "Buck Shot war." But it is said 
that for many years after Anti-Masonry 
was a corpse the ''.Frosty Sons of Thun- 
der" in Somerset county continued to 
rally under the Anti-Masonic banner and 
every year declared that with one more 
onslaught Masonry would be dead. 


In 1S52 u hen I went to the house of 


representatives at Harrisburg, I was in- 
ti educed to James L. Gillis, the member 
from Elk county. He was a large, ro- 
bust and intelligent man apparently 
about (ill years of age. He was a very 
active member and evidently understood 
what he was doing. Ho was pleasant 
and al .ule in his manner. When I was 
infoin.el that !>e nas the man who kill- 
ed ML,.an 1 diJ not believe it. After- 
ward!, 113 removed to the "» est and I 
met hi,n again in Ilarrisburg about 1S59.

"From early timos MHan lias enjoyed 


n rejmintion for tho 'gorgcousuess and 
licnvlncss of its banquets," writes Ea- 
nlnot Mackenzie. 
"GoldonI attributea 


to tbe Milanese an iuordinate love of 
the uoort tilings of the table In tlie fol- 
lowing words, wlilcli have been handed 
down to us: 'They (the Milanese) can 
neither take a walk, a drive or amuse 
themselves in any way withont con- 
versing 0:1 the all engrossing theme of 
eating. 
At the play, in the heart of 


their families, even at the spiritual 
conference, they cannot resist indulg- 
ing in their favorite topic.' 
Even in 


modern times Milan retains her old 
reputation. 
At Christmas time one can 


see that she eats well. A walk through 
her streets will reveal shops laden with 
all good things necessary for the fes- 
tal season. 
The .beef is prime—no'ie 


better in all Italy—the turkeys and 
chickens fattened to a nicety and the 
vegetables like one1 vast garden. Per- 
haps there is a touch of the barbaric 
In this display. It is true that in that 
thriving <-ity of northern Italy they 
work well anil long, giving the lie to 
those who prate of Latin laziness, but 
it Is truer still that they eat much. A 
glance back at earlier days reveals the 
fact that Baretti, in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, draws a comparison between the 
English and the Lombards, likening 
them to wolves, not on account of their 
roughness of manner, for they were 
ever cordial and hospitable, but be- 
cause of their rapacity in eating and 
the number and length of their repasts. 
In fact, a fmnily now could live for 
three days on the ample supply which 
was then deemed necessary for one 
person. "Until Milan felt the influence 
of France the Milanese cooking was of 
a primeval nature. 
Their banquets 


were prodigious in length and quality, 
but lacking In delicacy. 


"With the passing of time the fame 


of these good people increased. 
The 


markets of Milan became world fa- 
mous. The Ycr.xiore was a market for 
produce o; all kinds. 
There were to 


be found meat and vegetables in and 
out of season. Its fame spread through- 
out the plains of Lombardy, and all 
neighboring cities knew of Its glory. 
There was at this time In Milan a cer- 
tain nobleman named Cane della Sca- 
a—a mairpresumably of a Joking torn 
of mind—who was the guest of John 


aleazzo Yisconti. Early one morning 
le ordered his servitors to buy up the 
choicest of everything iu the market, 
loping thereby to make his host cut a 
)ad figure. 
Onleazzo Yisconti, hearing 


of .his guest's practical joke, sent word 
to the head ot the Terziera market rec- 
ommending him to look well to its rep- 
utation. 


The latter obeyed 
orders 
well. 


Three times the servants of the Vero- 
nese nobleman stripped the market 
>lace of its choicest stock, when, lo. 
t was repU>nished.after every assault 
iVbat was more wonderful still, that 
same day a banquet more lavish than 
usual was given by Yiscouti in honor 
if his guest, much to the amazement 
if the latter. The host, with a great 
augh, begged him to partake of what 
'as left after his triple sacking of the 


market."—Chicago News, 


THE USE OF SLATE. 


» the 
Middle 
ARCH Scholars 
Em- 


ployed It For Thirir TublcU. 


It is not easy to tell t-xactly for how 
ong a period shue.-i have been used by 
;choolboys, bnt Iht-y were used as writ- 
ng tablets as far hack as the middle 
ages, and probably, therefore, they 
were introduced into the schools of Eu- 
•ope :!t :i very early period in the hls- 
ory of education in this part of the 
svorld. 


And indeed it would be hard to find a 


more suitable substancu for the pur- 
pose than the easily flaked stone which 
fields a smooth surface with a mini- 
mum of trouble on the part of the 
workman. The ancients, as we know, 
frequently employed waxen tablets for 
he purpose of writing letters or mak- 
ng calculations which are not intended 
:o be permanent and could easily be 
erased or smeared out of all recogni- 
tion with the finger. Diligent house- 
keepers and clandestine lovers found 
:hese means of reckoning or communi- 
cation equally indispensable, while, for 
the man of letters, whether orator or 
lyric poet, the tablets on which were 
lotted down the heads of a great speech 
or passionate stan;:a to some fair lady 
were almost as necessary as pockets, 
of which the ancient world knew noth- 
ing, to tho modem mau or boy. 


Compared with these perishable aids 


to memory the slate was very long 
ived, for •armgh the name implies a 
ii'ittle snbstanve easily broken off 
when the lino of cleavage is discover- 
ed, being equivalent to the French 
"eclat," yet slate does not collapse like 
wax with tbe application of moderate 
beat, ar.d even^if cracked by a fall 
might siill be used if its frame was 
Etout onnrg'.i to stand the shock. It is 
uot surprising, therefore, that the slate, 
when once introduced into school and 
domestic life, s-nn became popular. 


But slate is also a good roof cover- 


Ing and has been used for this purpose 
for eight ccnturie? at least. Tiling, 
which still holds its own to a large ex- 
tent, partly on account of the inartistic 
aj.pearance of the modern slated roof, 
was practically universal In the towns 
of the ancient world which carne under 
the influence of Greece and Rome. It 
is Interesting lo note in this connection 
that as time went on buildings reduced 
the thickness of their slates. 


"Whether this was due to reasons of 


economy, for heavy slates need to have 
solid timbers ber.cath them, or to other 
considerations, (he fact remains that 
the slates used in the cheap houses of 
the present day have a very cheap ap- 
pearance. The difference is clearly seeti 
by contrasting the flimsy look of a jer- 
ry-built suburban villa with the. mass- 
ive solidity of an old slate roofed farm- 
house which has weathered the storms 
of centuries.—London Globe.
